Mendoza tolde Throckmorton, that Charles Paget 
had bene in Suſlex, and had ſpoken with thoſe that were 
there, and that he came to moue the Earleof Northum- 
berland and others. 
The night before Throckmorton was apprehended,

taine others(whom he named) with ſuch matters as had

ted againſt England , which ſhould haue bene executed 
in September or October then laſt paſt: wherein aſlu- 
rance is made that thE Earles of Northumberland and 
Weſtmerland, Dacres that is dead, whom they termed 
Lord Dacres,and of al the Catholique Lords & Gentle. 
menin the North parts (where the inuafion ſhould have 
beneattempted ) ſetting it downe thatitis not ſaide by 
coniecure that theſe men are aſſured, butthat ir is cer- 
cainely knowen that they will ioyne with the forren for- 
ces, In the ſaid diſcourſe itis allo affirmed thatthe pricſts 
diſperſed inthe Realme,can diſpole of the other Catho- 
liques ofthe Realme, as they ſhalbe ordered : and that 
the Popes excommunication ſhoulde bee renewed and 
pronounced againſt her Maieſtic and all thoſe that ſhall 
take her part : and that all ſuch ſhould bee holden Trat- 
cours that d1d not ioyne with that armie by-a daye, 

When Malter Attorney had thus prooued the pur- 
poſe of inuaſion, heproceeded to the proofe of (Hharles 
Pagets comming ouer about the practiſe and proſecu- 
tion of that enterpriſe. And firſt, that Pager came to 
Petworth in September 1 5 8 3, was ſecretly recciued, 
and brought in the night late tothe Earle of Northum- 
berlid into his gallerie at Perworth,by one of the Earles 
{cruants : where the Earle and he had ſecret conference 
together by the ſpace of a large houre : from thence Pa- 
get was likewiſe conueied backeinto the Towne by the 
{ame ſeruant, and there lodged all that night,& the next 
night following was conuayed ſecretly to a lodge inthe 
Earles parke at Petworth,called Conigar Lodge, where 
he was kept with like ſecrecie by the ſpace ofcight daics 
or thereabouts, & the {eruant by whom Pager was thus 
conuayed, was by the Earle enioyned and commanded

of this ſeruit,who was made beleeue that Charles came 

- ouerto ſet things in order, and topaſle certaine deedes 
and conueyances betweene the Lorde Paget and him, 
The Lorde Paget came to Petworth , ſtayed there two 
nights,lodgcd in the Earles houle, conferred with Char- 
les Paget , and with the Earle together ſundrie times, 
The Earle after his apprehe(ion, being atſcucral times 
examined what cauſes or affaires had pafied betweene 
. the Lord Pager & Charleshis brother , when they were 
together at Petworth , anſwered one while , that they 
patled certaine deedes and conuetaunces: and another 
white, that there was onely a will or Teſtament {1gned 8 
ſealed betweene them: he confetled that he ſet his hande 
to the will, but knewe not what the ſame contained : all 
which appeared to be falſe, for that it hath fallen our by 
occaſion of ſeaſure ofthe landes and goods of the Lord 
Paget (after his departure out of the Realme )that hee 
had diſpoſed of his landes and goods by an other courſe 
of aſlurance executed at London : and therefore their 
pretence ofthe palling of deedes and will at Petworth, 
was but a deniſe to ſhadowe their traytcrous contpira- 
cies. And for better proofe thereof, it was alleaged by 
Maſter Attorney, that Charles Paget retourning from 
Perworth to the houle of one William Danies, neere to 
the place where Paget hadlanded in Suſſex, and tooke 
flupping againe at his departure beyond the ſeas, ſent to 
William Shelley Eſquicr, reliding then at his houſe at 
Miche!lgroue , diſtant about a myle from the houſe of 
IVilliam Dazies, to come ynto him (who within fewe 
daycs before had beene at the lodge at Petworth wich 
the laid Paget : Jand nowe at their meeting ina coppice 
necre to Daries houſe, Pagetentred into ſpeeche and 
diſcourle with him of diuers mattcrs, and at the laſt a= 
mong other things, hee began ro be inquiſitiue of the 
{trength and fortification of Porteſmouth, and what for- 
ccs and {trength het Maicſtic had in. the other partes 
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. Paget brake out and deelared vnto him that: forrame 
princes:wguld (ecke xeuenge againſt her Maieltie-of the 
wronges by, her. done vnto:thems and woulde take fuch 
time and oppyrtunine as might beſt ſeruechenr for that 
purpolc, and {aid that thoſe ptinces diſdainedroiſee thi 
Scottiſh Qucene ſo kept and-vled here as|{hee-way; ard 
would vic al their forces for her-dtluerie:4hatthe Duke 
of Gaife would be a dealer therein, and thatthe Eatle of 
Northumberland would be an aftiftant'vnto them, wil- 
ling She!/ey whatſocucr ſhould happen,to followetic 
Earle of Northumberland, affirming thattherewas net 
a noble man in England of conduct and gouernement 
like to the {aide Earle : ſaying further, that the Eatle of 
Northumberland was affected to the Scottiſh Queene, 
and would doc what he could for hex aduauncement, .- 
_ Thaxthe Dake of Gw/ſe had forces ina readines to bs 
employed forthe altering of the ſtate of Religion here 
in England,andrto {etthe'Scottith Queene athbertie, 
Skelley gathered by theſe and other ſpeeches w..ich 
paſſed betweene him and Paget, that Paget had dele

Alaſfter tour, to prooue the Earle guiltie of theſe treaſons' by the

charged vpon him,in reuealing whereof, Charles Pagets 
comming. to Petworth, and the cauſe of his repaire thi-

wherein the Eatle v{ed ſuch importunate intreatie, and 
ſent ſo often to haſtenthe preparation of theſhippe, thar 
the ſame was prouided andthe Lord Paget embarqued 
by the xxiii, day of the ſame moneth following , or 
theieabout, 

The departure of the Lord Pager ſoone after difco- 
uered, and howe,and by whom he was conuayed away: 
Her Maieſtie vpon good cauſetaking offence thereat,the 
Earle being then at London had notice thereof, and of 
the confetlions of 7 hrockemorton (who began to diſco- 
uer the treaſons ) came preſently downe to Petworthe, 
ſent immediatly tor #/i//iam Shelley, who comming to 
him to Petworth the next morning about dinner time,. 
met the Earle in a dining parlour ready to goto his din= 
ner : the Earle tooke Shelley afide into a chamber,and as 
a man greatly dittracted and troubled in minde, entred 
into theſe ſpeeches: Alas I am aman caſt away, and Shel. 
ly demanding what hee meant by thoſe ſpeeches, the 
Earle anſwered, The attions ] haze entred into,] feare will 
be my viter vndoing , and thereupon defired Shelley to 
keepe hiscounſell,and to diſcouerno more of him then 
he muſt ncedes, 

The Earle moreoner at this meeting intreated J/+/- 
liam Shelley to convey away all ſuch ashe knew to haue: 
bene employed and:were priuic of the Lord Pagers go- 
ing away,and of Charles Pagets comming ouer, which 
was accordingly perfourmed by Shelley : and the Earle 
for his part, conuayed away a principall man of his own, . 
whom he had often vied in meſſages into France, and 
had bene of truſts appointed by the Earle,to attende on 
Charles Paget, all y time of his ſtay at Connigar Loape.. 

Maſter So//icitowr purſuing the martersthat made the 
Earles practiſes & deuiſes for the concealing of his trea- 
ſons manifeſte: declared further, that after the Earle 
and Shelley had obtained ſome libertie in the Tower af- 


_ ter ther ficſtreſtrainte;: the Earle found rheanes to haue 
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intclligence with Shelley, and was aduertiſed from him 
of all chat'he had confeſledin his firſt examinations ta- 
ken betorethey were laſt reſtrained: ſithens which time, 
the Earle by corrupting of his keeper hath praCiſed ro 
haue continuall aduertilemCts as before,aſwell of things

{aid keeper, hee had (ent and conuayed twelve ſeucrall 
letters outot the Tower within y ſpace of nine or tenne 
weekes,and oneof thoſe on Sonday the xx. day of June 
inthe morning,when hee murdered himſelfe the night

| | By the lamecorruption of his keepers, hee {ent alſo a 
meſlage to Yill;am Shelley by a maide. feruant in the: 
Tower,by the which he required him to ſtand to his firſt: 
confellions,and to goc no further,for lo jt would be beſt 
| forhim,and he ſhoulde keepe himſelfe out of daunger, 

\Wherunto She//ey retourned anſwere by the ſame mel- 
{chger,thathe could holde out no longer, that he had c6- 
cealed the matters as long as he coulde ,and willed the 
Earle to conlider that there was a great difference be- 
tweenethe Earles cltate and his: for that the Earle in re- 
ſpect of his nobilitic was not in danger to be delt withal: 
in ſuch {orte ashe the ſaid She/fey was like to bee, being 
bur a priuate gentleman, and therfore to be 'vſed with al- 
extremitic to - made confefle the trueth : wherefore he 
2duiſed the Earle to deale plainely , and to remember 


- whatſpeeches had paſled at his houſe atPetworth,when' 


Charles Paget camelalt thither. 


Tames Price bythe ſame corruptis of the Earles kee-" 
per came to /:1/:am Shelley on the Friday or Satur- 


day before Trinitie Sonday laſt , and tolde him" that the: 


Earle was verie defirous to ynder{tand how farre he had 


gone in his confeſſions : and at Prices inſtance}, Shelley- 


did ſer down in writing the efte& of the ſaid confeſtions, 
and ſcntthe ſame to the ſaid Earle, who ypon the ſight 
thecof,perceiuing the treaſons reuealed and diſcouered;

and knowing thereby howe haynous his offences were, 
fearing the 1uſtice and ſeueritie of the Lawes , and ſo the 
ruyne and ouerthrowe of his houle, fel into deſperation, 
and ſo to the deſtruction of himſelfe; tor contirmation 
whereof,it was confeſlcd by one Jaques Pantins,a yrome 
| of the Earles chamber,who had attended on the Earle in 
[ the Fower by the ſpace of tene:weekes before his death, 
that he had heard the Earle often ſayc, that Maſter She/- 
ey was no-faithtull friend vnto him, and that hce had 
confefled fuch things as were ſufficient to. ouerthrowe 
them both:thart he-was vadone- by Shellzes acculations, 
aftirming that the Earle be gan to deſpaire ofhimleltfe,of- 
'ten with tearcs lamenting his cauſe,which the Earle ſaid 
to proceede onely of the remembrance of his wife and 
children, ſaying further, that ſuch matters were laide to 
his charge,that he expe&ed no fauour,but to be brought 
to his triall , and then hee was butaloſt man: repeating 
often that Shelley had yndone him, and{till miſtruſting

- Herewith, Maſter Sollicitour concluded,and then Syr 
Roger Manword Knight, Lord chicte Baron of her Ma-

|  ſhewingfirſthowethe ſame had bene found by a very 
ſubſtantiall Iurie choſen among the beſt commoners of

inſide: fourthly, the blow of the Dagge: fiftly, the brea-

It was 
declared by the Lord Hwnſdon,8& the Lorde chiefe Baron, 
that the Dagge wherewith the Earle murdered himſelfe, 
was charged with three bullets,and ſo of neceſſitie with 
more then an ordinarie charge of powder, to force that 
waight of Bullet to worke their effe&, The Earle lying 
vponhis backe on theleft fide of his bedde, tooke the 
Dagge chargedin his left hand(by all likelihoode)layde 
the mouth ofthe Dagge vpon his left pappe(hauing tirſt 
; put aſide his waſtcoate ) and his ſhirre being only be- 
| tweene the Dagge and his body(which was burnt away 
the breadth ofa large hand)diſcharged the ſame,where- 
with was made a large wounde in his ſayde pappe, his 
heart pearced and torne indiuers lobes or pieces , three 
of his ribbes broken, the Chine bone of his backe cut 
almoſt in ſunder, and ynderthe poynt of the ſhoulder 
| blade on the ga ſide within the skinne, the three Bul- 
lets were founde by the Lord Hwrſaon, which he cauſcd 
the Surgionin his preſence to cut out, lying al three cloſe 
together within the breadth and compaſle of an ynche 
or there about ; the bullets were ſhewed by his Lord- 
ſhippe atthe time ofthe publication madein the Court [3 
at the Starrechamber. | 
And whereas it hath bene flanderoufly giuen outto 
the aduantage of the Earle, asthe reporters Gewos, that 
he was impriſoned and kept in ſo ſtraight, narroweand 
cloſeroome , with ſuch penurie of ayre and breath,that 
'  therebyhe greweſickely and weary of his life, and that 
' tohauebcnethecauſe chiefly whyhe murdered himſelf, 
(if it were ſo that hee died bythe violence of his owne 
hand whichthey hardly belceue: ) to anſwere that pee- 
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uiſh and ſenſeles ſlander, there was much ſpoken by the 
Lord chiefe Baron,who had viewed and cauſed very ex- 
actely to be meaſured the chambers and roomes within 
the priſon where y Earle lay,being part of her Maielties 
owne lodging in the Towre: the particular length and 
breadth ot the ſaid chambers and roomes, andthe quali- 
tic ofthe lightes and windowes , expreſſed bythe ſaide 
Lord chiete Baron, I can not repeate: but well I doe re- 
member it was declaredthatall the daye time the Earle 
had the libertie of five large chambers,and two long en- 
tries withinthe vtter doore of his priſon : three of which 
chambers,and one of the entries,lay ypon two faire gar- 
dens within the Towre wall, & vpon the Towre wharte, 
with a pleaſant proſpe& to the Thames, & to the Coun- 
 trey, more then five miles beyond, The windowes were 
ofa very large proportion, yeelding ſo much ayre & light 
as more cannot be deſired in any houſe : Note theretore 
| how malitiouſly thoſe that fauour Traitours & treaſons, 
can deliuerout theſe and the like ſlaunderous ſpeeches, 
to the diſhonour of her Maieſtie,noring her Counſailers 
and miniſters with inhumanitie and yncharitable ſeue« 
ritie,contrary to all trueth and honeftie. | 
Whe theLord chiefe Bars had finiſhed this diſcourſe 
of the maneroftheEarles death with the circumſtances, 
and had ſatiſhedrhe Court and auditorie concerning the 
qualitic ofthe priſon where the Earle had remained, Sir 
Chriſtopher Hatton Knight, her Maieſties yicechamber- 
laine,who(asit ſeemed) had bene ſpecially employed by 
her Maicſte among others of her privie Counceltinthe 
lookinginto and examining. of the treaſons aforefaide, 
aſwellin the perſon of the Earle as of others, and at the 
time of the Earles committement from his houſe in S; 
Martinsto the Towre of London, ſent vnto him from het 
Maieſtie to put the Earle-itrmiinde of het Maiefties ma- 
nifold graces 8 fauours ih fornier times conferred yþon 
him,procceding frothe Spring of her Maicftics Princely 
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arid bountifull nature, and not of hisdeſeruings, and 

to aduiſe him to deliver the trueth of the matters ſo 
cleerely appearing againſt him , either by his letters prt< 
uatly to her Maicttie,or by ſpeech to Maſter Vicecham- 
berlaine,who ſignified allo ynto him,that ifhe would de- 
termine to take that courſe, he ſhould not onely not bee 
committed to the Towre , but ſhoulde finde grace and 
fauour at her Maieſties hands in the mittigation of fuch 
agtep" min as the Lawe might laye vpon him, And 
here Maſter Vicechamberlaine repeatedatlength theet- 
fect of her Maieſtics meſſage at that time ſent to the 
Earle, beginning fuſt with theremebrance of his prac- 
eiſe yndertaken Be the conuaying away of the Scottiſh 
Queene about the time of the laſt rebellion/as hath bene 
declaredin the beginning of this tracte)and that he con- 
feſling the offence bein g capitall, her Maieſtie neuerthe- 
les was pleaſed to alter the courſe of his triall by the ju- 
ſtice of her lawes, & ſuffered the ſame to-receaue a ſlight 
and caſic puniſhment by way of 1ulfe, or fine of 5000. 
markes , whereof before this his impriſonment (as it is 
credible reported ) there was not one peny paide, or his 
land touched with any extent for the paiment thereof, 
which offence was by her Maieſtie not onely moſt gra- 
tiouſly forgiuen , but alſo moſt Chriſtianly forgorten, 
receiving him not long after to the place of honour 
that his aunceſtours had enjoyed for many yeeres before 
him, and gaue him ſuch entrance into her Princely fa. 
uour and: goud opinion , that no' man of his quaiitie 
recciued greater countenance and comfort at-her Maie- 
ſties hands then he , infomuch that in all exerciſes of re. 
creation vied by her Maieſtie, the Earlewas alwayes cal- 
led to be one, and whenſocuer her Maieſtie ſhewed her 
ſelfe abroade in publique,ſhe gaueto him the honour of 
the beſt and higheſt Cruces dds her perſon, more of- 
ten then to all the noble men of her Court. 


But the remembrance of theſe moſt gratious & more 
| then 
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then extraordinarie fauours and benefites recejued , nor 
| the hope given vnto hum by Maſter Vicechamberlaine of 
her Maicitics diſpoſition of mercie towards him, nor the 
conſideration of the depthe and waight of his treaſons 
againſther Maieſtic,her Eſtate, her Crowne and dignitie, 
with the danger thereby like to fall ypon him by the 
courſ? of her highnes Lazwes, to the vtter ruyne and ſub- 
uerfion of him and his houſe ( ſtanding now at her Matc- 
ſties mercie) could once mooue his heart to that naturall 
and dutifull care of her Maieſties ſafetic that he ought to 
hauc borne towards her,and ſhe moſt worthely had me- 
ritcdat his hands, or any remorſe or compaſſtonof him 
ſelfe and his poſteritic: bur reſting vpon termes of his in- 
nocencie,hauing as you may perceiue conuayed away al 
thoſe that hethought could or would any waye accule 
him, he made choile rather to goe to the Towre , abide 
the hazard of her Maieſties highindignation, & the cx- 
tremitic of the Law for his offences ; anotable augure of 
his fall, and that God by his iuſt iudgement, had for his 
ſinnes and ingratitude taken from him his Spirit of 
orace,and dcliuered him ouer to the enemie of his ſoule, 
who brought him to that moſt dreadful & horrible end, 
whereunto he is come: from the which,God of his mer- 

_ ciedefend all Chriſtian people, 8& preſcrue the Queenes 
Maicſtie from the Trealons of her SubieRs, that ſhee 
may liue in all happineſle,to ſee the ruine of her ene- 
mies abroade and at home,and that ſhe and weher 
true and louing Subiectes , may be alwayes 
thankefull to God for all his bleſſings -
